municipal court instead. 

The grand jury states that because 
of the limited time they were able to 
investigate only four courts: but that 
the condition of affairs found in these 
led it to strongly recommend a change.

A third strong recommendation made 
by the jury was that the old court- 
house be torn down immediately, and 
a modern and thoroughly up-to-date 
building be erected in its stead, the 
recommendation carrying the sugges- 
tion that the offices now in the oli? 
courthouse could be located either in 
the city hall or the old postoffice until 
the completion of the new courthouse. 

Tear Down Courthouse. 

“It is not only negligent, but abso- 
lutely dangerous for the present con- 
ditions to continue,” the report says. 
“The valuable papers of the county 
are continually exposed to destruction 
by fire, and such a loss would be irre- 
parable.”.

Statesboro, Ga., October 28.—(Spe- 
elal.)—After being at large for fifteec 
years and hunted continuously during 
that time all over the country, meu 
gent from here on various occasions to 
iJentify him, Andrew Wa‘son, cha-ged 
with the muider of Andrew Kennedy, 4 
white maa, and mortally wounding 
Deputy Sheriff Frank Donaldson, was 
tried and convicted in the superio! 
court of this county yesterday. Though 
it took nearly two days to try the case, 
it required but thirty minutes for the 
jury to make up their verdict of guilty. 
He was recommended to the mercy of 
the court, however, and was sentencel 
to serve the remainder of his life in 
the penitentiary. 

The principal fight between the state 
and Watson was the establishment of 
his identity. Watson is a negro over § 


feet high, and every one that had 
known him fifteen years ago, when the 
murder occurred, were ce.tain of his 
identity. Even one of the defenses 
witnesses swore that he was. the rights 
man. The witness was telling of 
threats that Kennedy had made against 
the negro, end on cross-examination 
he swore positively that the man in 
court was the right man. 

Watson killed Mr. Kennedy when the 
latter and Deputy Sheriff Frank Domr 
aldson went to arrest him on @ Wwar- 
ant for burglary. The deputy sheriff 
died later from the wound he received 
from Wation's rifle. They went to the 
house just before daybreak and were 
fired upon as they entered the yard 
Since then he has been at large. He 
was captured near Douglas 4 few 
months ago, and J. E. Bowen, of this 
place, was sent to identify him.

One hundred and fifty-two cases of 
diphtheria have been found among chil- 
dren in the public schools. Up to date 
there are over two hundred houses 
with the diphtheria cards on them. 
Only yesterday twenty-four cases of 
diphtheria were found in the schools. 
The work of examining the throats 
of the children is still going on and 
the white schools were finished Friday. 
It will be several days before the last 
report is made by Dr. Claude Smith. 
He says he has had so many cases of 
suspicion reported to him each day 
that he did not have sufficient time 


to make the tests. 
Talk With Dr. Bradfield. 

“There are now over 200 diphtheria 
cards placed on Atlanta homes, but 
there are, in my opinion, more than 
350 cases of the disease in the city.” 

This statement was made by Dr. J. H. 
Bradfield, member of the board of 
health. Dr. Bradfield was speaking 
most earnestly and he meant. every 
word he said, 

“Even some of the physicians,’ he 
continued, “are not co-operating with 
us as they should. When a child is 
sent home whose throat is affected and 
it proves .to be a case of diphtheria, 
the family physician, so I have been 
informed, in some cases, pronounces 
the malady only a severe case of sore 
throat. This causes parents to be- 
come angry with the health depart- 
ment. I wish you could see some of 
the insulting and abusive letters Dr. 
, J. P. Kennedy is receiving. He is 
working hard and instead of getting 
the praise and thanks of the whole 
community, he is being subjected to 
criticism, ; 

Epidemic May Sweep City. 

“The spread of diphtheria is more 
general] than I have ever known. While 
some of the cases are mild, and very 
few not alarmingly serious, yet we do 
not know at what time the malady 
may not become terribly fatal and this 
city be swept by an epidemic that may 
carry hundreds of children into their 
graves. What man ought not rather 
to have his child miss school for a 
year, instead of a month, in order that 
the disease may be stamped out and 
the lives of many ohildren thereby 
saved? 

“The board of health asked for the 
small appropriation of $3800 to carry 
on the work of examining the throats 
of the schoo] children and we were 
not given the money, but the finance 
committee sought to save that much 
by requesting the city physicians to 
do the work. The city physicians 
could not do it gp quickly as the doc- 
tors we could have employed, for they 
have their other practice to look after. 
Just think of it! A small sum of $300, 
to be used in protecting the health and 
lives of our children, and yet we could 
not get it. 

“We have done the best we could, 
and the throats of the school children 
are being examined as fast as pos- 
sible. 

Milk Ordinance Side-Tracked. 

“While I am on the subject of the 
board of health and the general] coun- 
cil, I want te say that no action has 
yet been taken by council on the milk 
ordinance. The paper went to council 
a month ago and yet nothing has been 
done. I see that the chairman of the 
ordinance committee is quoted as say- 
ing that the ordinance may be adopted 
by council] before next April and that 
the cooling of milk need not be con- 
sidered at this time, as winter is here. 
That is not true. We need a proper 
cooling of milk in winter as well as in 
summer, Mr. Smith worked hard to 
get the law passed in order to protect 
the lives of the babies in the city. I 
can’t understand why council or a com- 
niittee should dilly-dally with such an 
important matter. 
that politics has gotten mixed up with 
a health law and one that means life 
and death.”

History has been making so raptdly 
in aviation as to almost bewilder. In 
no other mechanical art pas there ever 
been as great progress made in the 
same length of time. The steam en- 
gine, the locomotive, steamship, tele- 
graph, telephone, electric light and au- 
tomobile, each went through a period 
of considerable length of time between 
their point of reasonable perfection 
and that of practical utility. Aviation, 
like the aeroplane itself. has leapt 
into significance with startling sud- 
denness. 

Perhaps no other one feature as well 
emphasizes this as the fact that al- 
ready men who were prominently in 
the limelight only a few months ago, 
as the representative airmen, are al)- 
ready falling out of the line of vision 
of the public eye. Some devote them- 
selves exclusively to constructional 
work; others fly only to try new mé&é- 
chines of their own design; still oth- 
ers have retired after falls which 
have either crippled them or taken 
their nerve.

State Successful in Back 
Tax Cases. 


Gov. Deneen’s Contention That 
the Illinois Central “Milked 
the State” of $15,000,000 
During the Past Thirty-Three 
Years Upheld by Court. 


Springfield, I1l., October 28.—The 
Illinoig Central Railway Company, 
sued by the state for back taxes, 
tentatively placed .at $15,000,000, was 
defeated tn a preliminary of the case 
by decision of the supreme court to 
day. The effect of the decision is to 
send the case back to the circuit court 
of LaSalle county for hearing on its 
merits. 

It is the contention of Governor 
Deneen that for thirty-three years the 
railroad has been “milKing the state 
through its system of accounting for 
gross earnings on which it is required 
under its charter to pay 7 per cent to 
the state fn lieu of other taxes.” 

The suit was filed by the attorney 
general in 1907, following a message 


{of Governor Deneen to the legislaturs, 


in which it was asserted that the raii 
road had so manipulated its accounts 
a@s to credit millions of its earnings t> 
lines not chartereg in Illinois, and 
hence not subject to the 7 per cent tax. 
An appropriation was made by the le.z- 
islature to defray the expenses of au 
accounting. This accounting swelled 
the amount, which the governor had 
estimated to be due to the state from 
$5,000,000 to $15,000 000.

After a careful survey of the weath- 
er map Friday the weather forecaster 
predicted, ang successfully, that the 
mercury would fall at least to 28 de- 
Srees at night. In this prediction the 
weather man was successful, and the 
mercury at last report was registered 
at about 28 degrees. 

Washington Prediction. 

The prediction from Washington is 
as follows: 

Washington, October 28.—Snow, 
many days ahead of its average date 
of appearance, fell today as far south 
as the northern sections of the- gulf 
states, and throughout the entire coun- 
try unseasonably cold weather pre- 
vailed. In the east and south the 
cold wave from the west arrived early 
in the day, and the prediction is that 
the cold will continue in these sec- 
tions, to be followed by moderating 
temperature Sunday.
